Get 3 pieces of plywood, exterior or marine grade, about six or eight feet 
long. in fact can cut 2 pieces most likely from one standard sheet. Rig 
hinges with fold to cover the bolts holding hinges to tower and plywood.

I live off the grid, they have been completely charged via from a solar 
sub-array I took down off the rack here at the house for FD purposes. This 
sub-unit puts out 18 amps in full sun and at this latitude we get 12-13 


hours of useful charging at Summer Solstice (Sunrise is shortly after 0400 
and sunset is after 2100. The array has been charging them for over two days 
with me acting as the ‘charge controller' - that means I look at the 
voltmeter and then drape a towel or two over the panels if the voltage gets 
too high and disconnect it at night! These batteries have been completely 
charged by solar power, I don't have any connection to the grid at all here! 
We will have the entire 18A assembly up on the hill for operating ... far 
from being a ‘stretch' ... its probably one of the most honest solar powered 
setups in all of FD ops. We will have AC from a 500 watt sine wave inverter 
for lights (compact PLs) and the computers and there won't be anything but 
blessed generator free silence. These other setups are bush league by 
comparison!
